At B:00 ?##1« on November 22 ^ 1963| SS-IOO-X and S3— 67G-X 
ckTived at Ar.drcwc Air Force Ikico on Air Force Cargo Plano No* 
612373 (C-130-E)t whicli plane was acslgnod to the 75th Air 
Traneport Couadron from Charlcoton Air Force Dace end piloted^ 
by Captain fhonason* Tho piano was taxied to a point just of^ 
oC Kunvay 1020| approximately 100 yards from the Control Tower 
at Ar.drcwc AFD» and a cccurlty cordon van placed around tho 
aircraft v;hilo these vohiclcc were being unleaded. 

Cn the piano accompanying thcoc vchiclca were Special Agento 
Kinney and Hickey. 

Tho Proaidontlal vehicloc voro driven under escort to tho 
White House Carago at 22nd and M StrcctCf K.W*) Washington, D.C., 
arri>in 3 at approximately QlOO P.M# SS-IOO-X was driven by 
SA Kinney, accompanied by SA Taylor, and SS-679-X v;as driven by 
SA Hickoy, accompanied by Special Agento Koiscr and Brett. 

On arrival, SS-IOO-X was backed into tho designated parking 
bin and SS-G79-X wao parked a few fcot away. A plastic cover 
vao placed over SS-IOO-X and it was socured. Tho follow-up car, 
S3-673-X, was locked and cccurcd. Special Agonto Kclccr, Brett, 
and the reporting Special Agont offcct«d security, assisted by 
l>fhitc House Policeman Snyder and Kubonstal. 

At 10:10 P.U., Deputy Chief Peterni, A3AIC Boring, and 
representatives from Dr. Burklcy'o office at the V/hitc liouso, 
Wiilioin Hartinoll and Themao Mills , inspected SS-IOC-X. 

At 12:01 A.K., Novenbor 23, 1063, tho security dotail vac 
relieved by Special Agents Paracchoa and Kennedy and V/hitc House 
Policaman J. W. Edwards. 

At IrOC A.M., as per arrangements by Deputy Chief Paterni, 
a team of FBI Agents exarvinod tho Prccidontial limousine. This 
team was comprised of Orrin H. Bartlett, Charles L.^Killian, 
Cortlandt Cunningham, ?*obcrt A. Fraser, and V/altcr E. -TiViCisr. . 

Mr. Orrin Bartlett drove tho Presidential vehicle out of 
the bin. The team of FBI Agents, acoicted by. the Secret Service 
Agents on duty, removed the leatherette convertible top and the 
picxi-glass bubblotop; also, tho molding strips that cecure the 
fleer matting, and the rear scat. What appeared to bo bullet 
fragments were removed from the windshield and the floor rug in 
tho rear of the car. , 
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7 ]\cl two blankctQ on tho loft and rinht rear ’doors wcro 
rcp;ovecl» Iropoctcdt end returned to tho vehicle# The trunk of 
the vehicle was opened and tho contonto exanined, and nothing 
i:as renoved# A ncticulous oxaninatlon wao made of the back 
scat cf tho car and tho floor rugf and no evidenca was found. 

In addition, of particular note was the email holo just loft of 
center in the windshield from which whit appeared to be bullet 
fragiacntc wore removed# Tho team of ay^ents alco noted that the 
chrome molding strip abevo tho windshield, inoido tho car, just 
right of center, wae dented# Tho FBI Agonts stated that this 
dent was made by the bullet fragment which was found imbedded in 
the front cuchion# 

During the course of this examination, a number of color ’ 
photos were taken by this search team# They concluded their • 
examination at 4:30 A#M# and tho car was reassembled and put 
back in tho ctorago bin# 

At 8:00 A.M# on Kovenber 23, the security detail was 
relieved by Special Agents Hancock and Davis and V.tiitc House 
Policeman J# C# Howe# 5A Gonzales reliovod SA Hancock at Noon 
and at 4:00 ?,M#, Kossrs, Fox and Norton, Protective Research 
Section, photographed tho Presidential limousine. At 4:30 ?.K,, 
SA Gonzalez contacted SAIC Couck and Deputy Chief Paterni and, 
at their request, the flowers, torn piccos of paper, and other 
miscellaneous debris vero removed from the floor of tho rear of 
the car (SS-IOO-X) and taken to tho Washington Field Office • 

Aw that time, the special detail securing tho Prosicor.tial 
limousine and tho follow-up car was discontinued#
